study it. Galub then asked why Oostille was not trying to Leprove his. 
Russian, Costille answered that he was trying to learn to speak Finnish 
and that it was too much of a chore to atuly two iesquages at the same time. 
Golub said that what Costille neeisd was nore practice ‘in Russian and pro- 
oseded to speak in Russian, In actuality Gostille’s Ruseian has decreased 
considerably and he was able to easily convinces Gelut that his Russian was 
far from fluent. As was mentioned in previous dispatohes, Costille had 
never attenpted to. conosel from Golub the fact that he kmew Russian, The 
{asue just never came up, Since Go)ub is fluent ia Finnish, the cosmon 
languages sutomativally became Finnish. If wo hal realised this Golub 

contact was going to be so frequent, we would have male it a peint at the 
first to be the one to tall Golub that Coatille knows some Russian, Tis 
might have made Golub.a little suspicious, At the last meeting Costille 
had. mantioned to Golub that he had been studying Russian some.

“- Costille told him that as yet he had not received the official invitation 
froa Zegal. Golub stated that he would receive it shortly. By Monday, the 


day of the reception, still no invitation had been received. At 1600 Costille 
decided to phene Golub to find out what had happened. Golub informed him 
then that the reception had been postponed until the Soviet Anbassador, who

Golud also made sone derogatory remarks about his wife, ant how gled he was 
that she bal gone to Moscow, Returning frem lunch, Golud insisted that 
Cosziile stop by bis apartzent to hear some of his Russian records and have 

a glass cf cognac, As they walked through the door, Gclub, at the top of 

bis weice, in Russian yeliai, “Is there any one home? It is so nice not to 
have anyote ansver." Golub ts extremely proud of his recerd collection 

which is small but incindes some Chaliapin, Tchaikovaky a&l Prokoviev records, 
Zhe apartment. is quite lerge with many rooms, but all are quite sparsely 
furnished. One or two rooms aren’t furnished at all. He has a@ amall West 
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German record player and a-Soviet TV sot ‘ta ‘the living reon. They epent 
about an hour in hia apartment, and Costilie mentioned that he would have 
te be leaving to ge beck to work. Golub promised to phome Costille econ. 
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
